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Foreword 


The  sketchy  and  incomplete  Wales  Family  History  as  contained 
in  this  booklet  is  a  reprint  of  a  small  brochure  that  belonged  to 
ray  mother,  Maude  Bell  Bachelor  Richardson,  a  Wales  descendant.  The 
date  of  its  original  publication  is  unknown  and  the  authenticity  of 
the  material  is  not  altogether  certain. 

The  limited  information  contained  in  Appendix  A  Showing  the 
Genealogical  Record  of  the  Richardson  Family  in  Relation  to  the  Wales 
Family  is  correct  and  authentic  and  can  be  verified  by  family  records. 
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GENEALOGICAL  AND  HISTORICAL 


One  of  the  first  settlers  of  Dorchester,  Mass.,  was  Deacon  Nathaniel 
Wales,  who  was  a  fellow  passenger  of  Rev.  Richard  Mather  on  the  ship  from  Eng¬ 
land  in  1635.  The  story  of  the  voyage  is  printed  in  Young’s  Chronicles  of  Mass¬ 
achusetts.  The  father  of  Nathaniel  was  John  Wales,  whose  will  is  found  in  the 
District  Probate  Registry  at  York,  Eng.,  Volume  31,  1609-1611,  page  U88 . 

Sept.  Ijth,  Anno  Dei,  1610,  I,  John  Wales 
of  Idle  in  the  pish  of  Calvley  in  the  countie  of  Yorke,  being  sicke  of  bodie 
but  of  good  and  pfect  memorie,  thanks  be  given  to  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  do  oraeyne 
and  make  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  forme  following  Imprinils  •* 
I  give  and  bequeath  my  soul  unto  Almightie  God  rry  creator  and  to  Jesus  Christ  my 
redeemer  and  ny  bodie  to  be  buried  in  the  church  or  churchyard  of  Calvley  in  full 
assurance  of  resurreccon  to  eternal  life  Item  for  any  temporall  goode  first  my 
will  is  that  they  be  divided  unto  thre  sevall  pte  according  as  the  law  requireth 
and  that  iry  debts  be  paid  out  of  the  whole  that  is  to  say  my  wife  to  have  her 
third  pte  and  iry  children  one  other  third  pte  and  iryself  one  other  third  pte  and 
for  myne  owne  pte  ny  will  is  that  I  be  honestilie  brought  forth  and  iry  funrall 
expences  discharged.  The  rest  I  give  to  ny  children  equallie  that  is  to  say  to 
Ki khan ah  Samuel  Jonathan  John  Tymothie  and  Benjamin.  Itm  notwithstanding  the 
premises  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  John  Gibson  x£,  and  unto  Alice  Gibson  vs.  and 
unto  Anne  Gibson  vs.  Itm  for  ny  houses,  lande  and  leases  I  give  and  bequeath 
them  unto  Nathaniel  Wales,  iryne  eldest  sonne  provided  alwaies  that  the  said 
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Nathaniel  shall  paie  out  to  the  said  land  the  sms  of  5>01i,  that  is  to  saie  to 
Elkanah  Wales  vi.li,  xiiis  iiiid,  to  Samuell  Wales  vili  xiiis  iid  to  Jonathan 
Wales  vil  and  to  Benjamin  Wales  ixli  xiiis  iiiid,  in  manner  and  forme  following 
that  is  to  say,  ixlt  xiiis  iiiid  to  thuse  and  behoof  to  Benjamin  Wales  my  young¬ 
est  sonne  within  one  whole  yeare  after  my  decease  and  to  Timothie  Wales  in  like 
manner  ixli  xiiis  iiiid  within  one  whole  yeare  next  issuing,  and  to  Jonathan 
Wales  and  John  Wailes  either  of  them  viiili  xiiis  iiiid  in  the  thirde  next  fol¬ 
lowing  and  to  Elkanah  Wales  and  Samuel  Wales  either  of  them  vii  xiiiis  iiiid  in 
the  fourth  yeare  next  following.  Itm  I  do  appoint  the  tulcon  of  ny  youngest 
sonne  Benjamyn  Wales  unto  Rosamond  Wales  his  mother  and  the  tulcon  of  Johnathan 
John  Wales  and  Tymothie  Wailes  and  to  my  eldest  sonnes  Nathaniel  Wales  and  El¬ 
kanah  Wales,  whom  I  do  make  and  ordeine  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  tes¬ 
tament.  These  being  witnesses  Samuel  Waterhouse,  George  Nelson,  John  Marshall. 

Probate  of  this  will  was  granted  by  the  exchequer  court  of  York  on  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  November,  1610,  to  Nathaniel  Wales  and  Elkanah  Wales,  sons 
of  the  deceased  the  executors  in  the  said  will  named.

Nathaniel  Wales  (Timothy  Nathaniel),  bom  1658  in  that  part  of  Dorches¬ 
ter  which  is  called  Milton.  In  the  history  of  Dorchester  it  is  recorded  that 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Roger  and  Hannah  Billings,  bom  27  (8),  1659,  probably  mar¬ 
ried  Nathaniel  Wales.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  church  and  lived  in  Milton  nearly 
28  years,  when  he  moved  to  Boston.  He  was  a  shipwright.  He  died  June  22,  17 hh. 
The  children  of  Deacon  Nathaniel  Wales  were:

He  died  at  Union,  Conn.,  April  1776,  leaving  a  widow  and  sixteen  children.  He 
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lived  in  Milton,  Mass.,  until  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  then  settled  in  Wynd- 
ham.  He  was  deacon  in  the  church  several  years  before  he  went  to  Union  and  was 
noted  for  his  piety  and  intellectual  ability.  His  "Councils  and  Directions" 
was  published  at  Boston  in  1813,  in  a  tract  of  2h  pages,  hO  years  after  his 
death.  He  married  first  Esther  Smith,  who  was  the  mother  of  ten  of  his  chil¬ 
dren  and  who  died  October  10,  1737.  He  married  October  13,  17hl,  Deborah  Ward, 
a  woman  of  great  resolution  and  patriotism.  When  two  of  her  grandsons  were 
about  to  start  to  Cambridge  at  the  Lexington  alarm,  she  said  to  her  son  Samuel: 

"I  would  not  send  my  boys  where  I  dare  not  go  iryself."  He  sent  his  boys  and 
went  himself,  serving  as  captain  at  the  age  of  U5. 

Deborah  Wales  is  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Union  and  her  grave  is 
annually  decorated  by  the  G.A.R.  Deacon  Ebenezer  Wales  died  just  as  the  revolu¬ 
tion  broke  out,  and  she  died  March  13,  1779,  aged  65.  In  1788  Mr.  Brigs  launched 
a  large  vessel  built  for  Ebenezer  Wales  of  Dorchester. 

FIFTH  GENERATION 

Solomon  Wales  (Eben,  Nathaniel,  Timothy,  Nathaniel)  was  the  fifth  child 
of  Deacon  Ebenezer  and  Esther  (Smith)  Wales  and  was  born  Nov.  19,  1729.  It  is 
said  that  probably  no  man  ever  lived  in  Union  who  was  endowed  with  greater  acute¬ 
ness  and  strength  of  mind.  There  is  a  tradition  that  he  ran  away  from  home  when 
a  boy  to  go  with  his  two  brothers  to  the  French  war.  He  married  Oct..  5,  17^h, 
Lucy,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Martha  (Stoughton)  Strong,  bom  April  U,  1735>,  died 
Dec.  29,  1772 

Samuel  Strong,  born  July  16,  1705,  at  Windsor,  was  the  son  of  Return, 
the  son  of  Elder  John  Strong,  of  Northampton.  Elder  John  Strong  is  one  of  the 
central  figures  among  the  early  emigrants  to  America.  Probably  few  persons  stood 
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more  strongly  for  the  right  than  Elder  John  Strong,  and  his  descendants  have 
continued  men  of  integrity  and  prominence.  Of  the  descendants  of  Elder  Strong 
about  3>£0  have  graduated  from  college  and  of  these  over  220  have  graduated 
from  Yale.  Eight  have  been  foreign  missionaries  and  of  these  are  Rev.  Dr. 
Luther  H.  Gulick,  to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  Rev.  John  Gulick  to  China. 

Four  have  been  governors  of  states,  30  judges,  h  members  of  the  continental 
congress,  Ii2  in  the  revolutionary  war,  among  whom  was  Nathan  Hale,  the  martyr. 
Nine  were  in  the  war  of  1812  and  the  Mexican  war,  and  among  them  was  Lieut. 
Oliver  H.  Perry.  Others  of  special  prominence  among  the  descendants  are  Har¬ 
riet  Hosmer,  the  sculptress.  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale  and  Rev.  Richard  R. 
Storrs,  D.  D. 

Solomon  Wales  and  his  son  John  served  faithfully  in  the  war  for  inde¬ 
pendence.  The  following  is  a  verbatim  copy  of  an  old  record  in  the  possession 
of  Rev.  H.  M.  Lawson,  Co.  Five,  Twenty-second  regiment  Conn,  militia,  commanded 
by  Col.  Samuel  Chapman. 

"Union,  June  ye  30,  17 80. 

"These  are  the  names  of  those  who  have  served  in  the  army  since  the 

war  began: 

"John  Wales,  five  months  —  Due  for  service,  <£ 2  10s;  taxable  estate, 

£2ii  10s. 

"Solomon  Wales,  Esq.,  V~>  months  —  Due  for  service,  £7  10s;  taxable 

estate,  £89  18s."

Solomon  Wales  married  for  his  second  wife  Dorothy  Perrin,  of  Woodstock, 
Conn.,  Sept.  2,  1773,  and  was  without  issue  by  her.  He  died  March  20,  1805,  leav¬ 
ing  the  following  children:

He  lived 
in  Milton,  Massachusetts  until  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  then  settled  in 
Vfyrndham.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the  church  several  years  before  he  went  to 
Union  and  was  noted  for  his  piety  and  intellectual  ability.  His  "Councils 
and  Directions"  was  published  at  Boston  in  1813,  in  a  tract  of  21*  pages, 

1*0  years  after  his  death.  He  married  first  Esther  Smith,  who  was  the  mother 
of  ten  of  his  children  and  who  died  October  10,  1737.  He  married  October  13, 
17 1*1,  Deborah  Ward,  a  woman  of  great  resolution  and  patriotism.  When  two  of 
her  grandsons  were  about  to  start  to  Cambridge  at  the  Lexington  alarm,  she 
said  to  her  son,  Samuel:  "I  would  not  send  my  boys  where  I  dare  not  go  my¬ 
self.”  He  sent  his  boys  and  went  himself,  serving  as  captain  at  the  age  of 
1*3).

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Solomon  Wales  was  the  fifth  child  of  Deacon  Ebenezer  and  Esther  (Smith)

ever  lived  in  Union  who  was  endowed  with  greater  acuteness  and  strength 
of  mind.  There  is  a  tradition  that  he  ran  away  from  home  when  a  boy  to 
go  with  his  two  brothers  to  the  French  war.  He  married  first  October  9,
